SHANGHAI RACE CLUB. - 

An extraordinary meeting of the members 
of the Shanghai Race Club was held on 25th 
ult , at the Shangliat Club—Mr. J. Hart 
presiding. There was a good attendance

Mr Bornes Dallas, the secretary, read thi 
notice calling tho meeting, which stated 
that it- was for the purpose of considering 
the following chauges in the standard of 
heights And weighta:—

peon sadly felt of tuto yeara, and all ships 
trading between Nagasaki and Shanghai 
will hail with satisfac ion the complotion of 
this additional land mark. : 
During last year ons more Hght-house 
was erected at the mouth of the Kidsugawa 
at private. expense several buoys and 
beacons hava b son replaced, and one of the 
latter is now in course’of construction at or 
near Spox Straits. In addition to all these 
efforts to rendor navigation in the waters of 
Japan safer to the mariner, wo hear that 
fog-horns are to be placed on various points 
of the northern const, and these will in all 
probability be comploted during th» preasnt 
ear. It must be admitted that no branch 
uf the public service in this country is in 
batter, working order than the Jight-house 
department, or capable of a more extended’ 
field of usefulness than, that which points 
out the dangers of the coxst and provides 
for the safety of all ships arriving at or 
leaving any port in the country. The 
manner in which the working of the dopart- 
ment is carried on reflecta the greatest 
credit ou all who have any control in ita 
management, and ‘we havé to congratulate 
Mr Hara ‘Takayoshi, the Commissioner, on 
the efficiency of the public .works over 
which he presides, as well as Mr MacRitchie, 
the foreign engineer, to whom is due ina 
great measure tho successful carrying out 
ofnew plans and the satisfactory working 
of those already completed.
